J@“Colouel Shyrock, of Indiana, writes 
from Nashville to the Io , ' , 1 a r r apolis Journal an 
interesting account of the destruction of a 
supply tr»-, n j n Tennessee. He was on his 
’ tPB y to the front to attend his son-in-law, 
Who had been wounded at Cickamauga. He 
left in company with a train of ammunition, 
under charge of Capt. Ravenacraw, of Indiana, 
and of his journey he says: , 

I travelled twelve miles on Wednesday 
afoot, and got very tired; kept with the train 
the succeeding day. We did not travel a 
great distance on Thursday, and only five 
miles on Friday; but this, again, was afjot. 
-Here a party of five negroes met us and told 
Us that the rebels had attacked our train two 
miles in advatce, on Waldron’s Ridge, but 
pur Captain gave no heed to the report, and 
amoved steadily forward. We were soon 
brought to a stand by retreating team* and, 
now being convinced of the truth of the ne- 
groes’ report, we began to pack our train for 
defensive operations. Capt. Ravenscraw soon 
announced that it was only “a scare,” that 
all was clear in front, and the teams wheeled 
into line and went forward; but we had not 
gone half a mile until the forward teams 
again turned, apd drove for the rear with all 
possible speed. I had requested the Captain 
in charge of the train to organize his guard 
and make ready for defence, which he did, 
and soon afierwards disappeared, and I never 
saw him again. In his absence-I took charge 
of the forces myself 

1 sent about fifteen men out on the left of 
the road under Lieut. Leitcr, and about the 
same number to a hill on the right of the 
road, under Lieut. Scrgent, of Cass county, 
Ind. The armed soldiers under these two of 
ficers took their positions, and did such exe- 
cution as checked the enemy for nearly half 

hour. The enemy then made a flank move- 
ment, passed round our troops and made an 
easy prey of the trains in their rear. The 
■enemy came dashing down the road, yelling 
like devils incarnate, and the result was a sur- 
render of all the teamsters and -citizsns in the 
•valley towards Bridgeport, from the foot of 
aldron’s Ridge back for a distance of eight 
rfon miles. 

Ii?ViDg been hurried off as a prisoner, I 
was unable to learn the extent of the damage 
done our train only as 1 learned it from the 
rebels and citizen prisoners. Wm. Seargeant, 
of Illinois, informed me that he had in charge 
thirty-nine wagans loaded with sanitary 
stores sent from Chicago, which were all de- 
stroyed. Two trains, of fifteen or twenty 
wagons each, loaded with ammunition, be- 
sides a large number wagons loaded with 
army stores generally, were destroyed. I was 
unable to count the number of wagons de- 
stroyed, but was informed by the rebels that 
it was 335, which, I think, is not an overesti- 
mate, for the reason that ths rebels took 533 
prisoners, most of whom were teamsters. 
They also drove off with them a large num- 
ber of mulee, killing, ns I was informed, a 
large number when the train was captured. 
The rebtlB seemed in a great hurry to leave, 
nd, after taking from the town such articles 
as they could carry, set lire to the wagons and 
hurried off with the prisoners. Ttie rebels 
mounted most of the prisoners on mules with 
a view of facilitating their retraet frotn the 
valley. By dark of the same day we were 
captLred, we had attained the summit of the 
Cumberland Mountain, where we halted about 
an hour, when the command reached us to 
move forward, that the Yankees were pressing 
them in the rear. We wore marched forty- 
eight hours wilbont sleeping or eating, and 
without water. Gn the west side of the moun- 
tain we halted, as they said, for the purpose 
of paroling us, but very soon we were order- 
ed on again. We reached McMinnville about 
3 o’clock Sunday morning, where we found 
the rebels in possession, burning our stores. 
There the most inhuman act of all was perpe- 
trated by the Southern chivalry. After hav- 
ing marched onr men for forty-eight hours, 
without anything to eat or allowing them to 
sleep, they compelled them, under a threat of 
murdering them, .to carry our stores from the 
Court-house to the bonfire in the street. 
Against ibat I protested, asking for time to 
eat at least a hard cracker. The reply of the 
Captain in command was, “God d — n them, 
that was wbat they were brought here for.” 
My reply was, ‘ Very well, sir, you may be a 
prisoner some day.” Some of our men stag- 
gered and came near falling while carrying 
boxes of hard bread and throwing them on 
the fire. 

Five miles from McMinnville, on the Sparta 
Toad, they released us, and we made onr way 
esbeat we conld to Nashville, where we ar- 
rived on the seventh day nfter our capture. 
The prisoners were robbed of everything they 
bad, money, overcoats, satchels, and, in fact, 
even their hats snd boots, and the rebels in- 
formed us that we were getting off well at that. 
J do not think that the number of rebels in 
the valley at the time we were captured ex- 
ceededlwelvfc hundred, although they said 
tbej^HBd twelve thousand cavalry in Ten- 
free. 

Considering the large number of wagons, 
mules, and great value of stores, I scarcely 
inow how to excuse our officers for allowing 
the trains to go forward so poorly guarded 
"through a ccantry so greatly exposed to raids 
-of the enemy’s cavalry. The troops com- 
posing these raiders were from Texas, Ala- 
bama, Tennessee, Georgia, and Kentucky, 
and a more ignorant and desperate lot of 
devils never confederated for plunder than 
they. Wheeler and Forrest were both with 
"this gang, and this is another reason why I 
thmk it was the greatest if not the only force 
Of the rebel cavalry interfering with Rose- 
crans s communications.

THE PURSUIT AND CAPTURE 0/ MORGAN. 

Though time has passed since the rai l of 
Morgan into the States of Kentucky, Indiana, 
and Ohio, and his subsequent capture, I have 
thought that a short history of the pursuit 
would not be uninteresting to your readers. 
About the 20th of June I received orders from 
Brig. Gen. Robson to have my rceimen’ in 
readiness to leave Columbia for Tompkias- 
ville at a moment’s notice. Well convinced 
by experience of the importance of Columbia 
BS a position to defend Kentucky from a threat- 
ening enemy who was on the south banks of 
the Cumberland, I freely expressed to the Gen- 
eral my fear3 of going bo far as Tompkins 
ville. I faid, we are throwing open a gate of 
Dinety miles; Morgdn is making a feint to 
draw us off; the mftment he succeeds he will 
cross at Bnrkeville, pass' fhrough Columbia, 
capture Col. Hanson and his command, and, 
if he bns tbe courage, will capture the city of 
Louisville cud sack it before we can retrieve 
our error and overtake him. Gen. Hobson 
fully coincided with me as to the error of the 
movement, but had to ob»y the order, as it 
came from a superior in point of position. 
Frequently on cur march did we express our 
feaiB and predict what did take place from 
leaving so long a line exposed. On his own 
responsibility he left his infantry at Ray’s 
Cross-roads to defeat, if possible, any attempt 
of tbe enemy to cross at Burksville, being well 
conviuced that he would attempt to cro9S the 
Cumberland at that point. With his cavalry 
be occupied Tompkinsville. Here, I sup- 
pose, General Judah, seeing his error, or- 
dered him back to Marrow Bone, still nearer 
to Burksville than the Cross-road3. The un- 
necessary 8nd useless march had much de- 
creased the efficiency of onr cavalry. On the 
second day of July I was ordered by General 
Hobson to send two hundred men, under a 
competent officer, if possible to go into Burks- 
ville.' I sent Captain Hardin, an officer I had 
every confidence in. They soon fell in with 
the pickets of the enemy and drove them six 
miles. Being overwhelmed here by superior 
forces of the enemy they were forced to re- 
treat, fighting all the way back, often hand to 
hand. A courier requested me to form in line 
of battle. I had only some ninety men with 
me, the rest being all on duty. The retreating 
men galloped gallantly into line when they 
came up, and with a shout we dashed on the 
enemy, who soon gave way. They male 
three desperate dashes at our short line, but a 
well directed fire drove them back each time. 
After this a few well directed shots from the 
battery gave them a final repulse. Three of 
my mep, whose horses gave out on the re- 
treat, were forced to surrender, and after that 
were brutally shot. Two of the three died. 

General Hobson, now convinced that the 
enemy were in force at Burksvills, despatched 
» courier to Brigadier General Shackelford, 
whose cofnmand were at the Cross-roads. 
With great alacrity thi3 efficient officer 
brought his command forward. Early the 
next morning they started a strong command 
of infantry, cavalry, and artillery to anoint 
on tbe Burksville and Columbia road. A 
courier was despatched to Brigadier Gen- 
eral Judah informing him of what had 
been done. He immediately on recep- 
tion started another courier ordering the 
force started in the morning back. The 
command was immediately obeyed, and thus 
was Morgan saved from having uia command 
cut in two and captured on the banks of the 
Cumberland. In the meantime Morgan had 
passed on to Columbia, where a most gallant 
defence was made by Capt. Carter with one 
hundred and fifty men of Wolford’s regiment. 
Forced to retire, afier the loss of their gallant 
leader, they gave warning to Col. Wolford. 
Morgan then attacked Col. Moore at th 3 
Green river bridge, who had only a few aun- 
dred men with him, -but sufficient to ™ a j n „ 
glorious victory on the anniversary our 

National birthday. Marching v,n their 

repulse, they attacked Col Hanson and his 
regiment. After a g) or j oug defence 

worthy of Ken tuck ta-j^ they were forced to 
surrender to ten tilaes their number. In the 
meantime Geu. Hobson had commenced his 
pursuit, after being delayed rnatry hours. We 
started on the 4th day of J„ly, An d rode all 
acy tn_ njpht. Being encumbered with a 
wegon train, the roads wretched, and the 
right dark, we only made five miles in ten 
hours. As it was mj'time to guard the train, 
I felt sorely tempted to have a glorious bon- 
fire. You might as well start a tortoise to 
catch a rabbit as a command with a train to 
catch John Morgan. The next mnruing Gen. 
Hobson left the infantry, wagons, anl ar- 
tillery and proceeded with bis cavalry. ’We 
rested from 4 o’clock P. M. until 11 o’clock 
P. M then marched the balance of the night. 

dav break we fell in with Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Shackelford witu his cavalry and part of 
hi? artillery, and then continued our march to 
Lebanon where we fell in with Col. Wolford 
and his brigade. Here Gen. Hobson received 
orders from Gen. Burnside to assume frill com- 
mand over Wolford, Shackelford, and his own 
cavalry and pur-ue Morgan until he was over- 
taken. Marched from Lebanon on our way 
to Barfstown in pursuit until one o’clock A. 
M. Slept two hours aodstarted again at threo 
o'clock A. II. At night we were forced to 
atop until we could procure rations by the 
Louisville and Nasbviiie railroad. Started 
again in pursuit early Tuesday. Found that 
the enemy were going toward Brandenburg 
with tbe evident intention of invading Indi- 
ana. By night we were in nine miles of 
Brandenburg. The General wishing to coop- 
erate with the gunboats and make a night at- 
tack, proceeded with a small escort to Rock 
Haven. We found the gunboats had gone up ‘ 
tbe river. It was nearly one o'clock A. ML 
before he returned. Finding the men over- 
come with fatigue and want of sleep, and al- 
most impossible to arouse, be concluded re- 
luctantly to wait until daybreak. We reach- 
ed the river as the last boat load of the enemy 
had crossed. The enemy burnt one boat; the 
other was despatched to Louisville to obtiin 
others to aid us in crossing. The St. Louis, 
which was at Rock Haven a few miles above, 
came down and we commenced crossing. By 
night we had quite a fleet and were occupied 
until morning in crossing. We marched all 
day Wednesday, witnessing burnt mills and 
houses by the vandal enema- ; also the scene of 
the skirmish with tbe Indiana militia. The 
towns were thronged with an excited people, 
who received ns with joyous acclamations. 
We marched to a late hour in the night., and 
then up again before daylight. Here onr new 
commissary department was started The la- 
dies met us everywhere with abundant pro- 
visions and cheered us on with patriotic songs. 
If it had not been for their timely. and efficient 
aid in supplying food for the men it would 
have been impossible to have overtaken the 
enemy; and to the patriotic women of Indiana 
and Ohio a large share is due of the honor of 
taking the energetic and untiring Confeder- 
ate chieftain. Nor were we fed with a sparse 
band. Tbe magnificent ho-pitality and the 
kind and open greeting did away with tbe 
prejudices of false tradition of Yankee stingi- 
ness, and many a brave Kentucky youth sur- 
rendered at discretion to the warm greeting 
and sweet smiles of the fair daughte-s of Indi- 
ana and Ohio. The broad State of Indiana is 
passed, her brave militia swarm from every 
road to aid in catching the wily foe, but still the 
guerilla chieftain keeps ahead Sweeping the 
horses from both sides of the road, and leaving 
ns his own broken down ones, the advantage 
is greatly in his favor. But the untiring and 
indefatigable leader of the expedition, Gan. 
Hobson, and the cbivalric Shaekelford, and 
tbe patient, enthusiastic Wolford, and ail the 
glorious leaders of the Ohio, Michigan, and 
Tennessee regiments, with their untiring 
men, were sleepless in their determination 
to overwbaul and destroy tho rebel commaud. 

Not a man dreamed of failure. Horse after 
horse broke down. Men marched day and 
night to try and keep up- with their command, 
hoping that they would some way became 
possessed of a horse or a mule by which they 
could rt join their comrades and aid in catch- 
ing the rebel force. Some would fail, but I 
have known of others who would walk nearly 
three days and nights, 'and then come in, with 
radiant face, upon some cast-off horse of the 
enemy. Others would fail to obtain an animat 
to proceed, but would make their way to Cin- 
cinnati, report to headquarters, and eventu- 
ally, under the gallant Rne, had the honor of 
capturing the great chieftain himself. With 
such spirit and such determination it was im- 
possible not to succeed. We make a circle 
around Cincinnati, never more than thirteen 
miles from the city during tbe long day's 
journey. Days anti week9 have passed, but 
s’ill tbe rebel chieftain keeps abont the same 
distance ahead. When will the people ahead 
aid ns? Why do they not barricade all the 
roads? But the rebel chief flies so fast that 
they have not time. At last the trees are 
fallen — the enemy’s speed is checked With 
renewed hope we continue the pursuit; bridges 
are burnt, hut tbe patriotic people have tem- 
porary new ones built, and we pursue without 
delay. For nearly twenty days and nights we 
have been in the saddle. We are only a few 
hears behind the enemy. We ride ail night; 
men, for want of rest, stagger in their saddles; 
hope has almrst fled, except from a few gallant 
ltaderswho still continue to cheer and en- 
courage their men. Cheer up, men, we will 
soon have him: he has run into a rat-trap 
with but one opening, and that we have. We 
would rather see than believe. Still the pa- 
tient leaders would say, “have faith, by twelve 
o'clock we will have him;” but the exhausted 
men bad lost hope — when lo! the distant 
boom of tbe cannon is heard. Every man is 
instantly full of 1 fe — the long expected tri- 
umph is at band. Alter seven hundred miles 
of pursuit we are abont to meet the enemy in 
deadly grapple, and every man is more than 
ready for the issue. Boom I boom I boom! 
go Hie canou; even the weary and dejected 
horses are inspirited, and move with greater 
inrrgy. Wc approach closer and closer; at 
last w e receive an order from Gen. Hobson, 



who had pushed far ahead with the advance, 
to tail back to a cross road, as the enemy are 
frying to retreat in that direction. We about- 
face, but from the tbe thick undergrowth 
aimed men pressed into our lines. Mistaken 
for militia, one of tbe officers jokingly says: 
“Are you butternuts?” “Yes, sir.” Aston- 
ished at the quick reply, he says: “Are you 

rebels!” “Yes. sir.” “Are you John Mor- 
gan men?” “Yes, sir.” “Then be so good as 
to throw down your arms;” and down they 
go. Cue young Lieutenant rides up to a 
Federal officer and inquires “What comm rad 
is this?" “My triend I guess you are in the 
wrorg pew. This is Colonel Jacob’3 com- 
mand.’’ “I guess as how I am.” is the 
cool reply, as he surrenders. We soon 
form in line of battle. The Confederates 
press on. The Federals, confident of victory, 
shout “Come in, come in.” Some, astonished, 
obey. Others press back when the men with 
finger on trigger and faces aglow with eager- 
ness i re given word to fire. Almost with a 
simullaneous bang, off go the guns, and 
many a Confederate falls beneath that concen- 
trated fire. Tbe gallant Wolford orders the 
charge; with drawn sabres the gallant 1st and 
8'b Kentucky cavalry rush to the conflic*. 
The em my fled before the resistless move. A 
flag of truce is sent in offering to surrender. 
Unconditional surrender is demanded. It is 
accepted, and soon we have hundreds of Mor- 
gan's band, with Col. Dick Morgan, marching 
before us as prisoners of war. Tney are 
marched to the river and shipped. We have 
no time to tarry; Morgan has escaped. We 
pnrsne. That night we rest. The enemy has 
pr-s ed towards day. By General Hobson's 
order?, General Shackelford pursues. Col. 
W ol'ord commands one brigade. I am as- 
signed to the command ot the other. Over 
hill and dale we pursue. Wc gain on them. 
We take some prisonrrs. Our advance is in 
constant skirmish w ith their rear guard. We 
approach nearer and nearer; our skirmishers 
are thrown forward to the right and left; the 
bullets fly thick and fast. The enemy take a 
strong position. Gen. Shackelford, to save 
Dlood if possible, sends in a flag of truce and 
demands surrender. They demand an hour to 
consider; forty minutes is given. The result 
is a surrender of a thousand men and 
horses. In the pursuit we travelled nearly 
sixty miles in about eight hours, but still the 
guerilla ehieltain is not taken. During the 
pendency of the negotiations for surrender, 
he slipped off, desenirig his men. The next 
mormrg Gen. Shackelford organizes an expe- 
dition, takiDg a thousand ot the best horses 
and again pursues the fleeing foe. A week 
passed, several hundred miles more are clear- 
ed. Morgan approaches Pennsylvania. Major 
Rue, of tbe 9th Kentucky Cavalry, command- 
ing detachments of the 9th and 11th Ken- 
tucky Cavalry, and other stragglers from dif- 
ferent regiment*, freshly mounted and sent 
abf ad by order of Gen. Burnside on the cars, 
come up in the nick of time. Two roads come 
to a common road. The struggle is which shall 
arrive first. Morgan leads. Rue, almost des- 
pairing, pursues on. Seeing a road leading off, 
almost by intuition be asks of a bystander, 
“Does that road come into this one again, and 
is it nearer to the joint where they approach 
than the main road?” “It does, and is much 
nearer.” With renewed hope, he dashes off 
and ran in ahead some 150 yard3 and rapidly 
formed a line of battle. Morgan, with his 
usual audacity, sends m a flag of truce and 
demands sn uneon-jitional surrender. Rue 
indignantly informs the messengtr that he 
does not belong to the militia that he can be 
deceived ir that manner, that he is a M rjor of 
the 9th Kentucky Cavalry, aud that if Morgan 
dcea not surrender at once he will fire upon 
b’Lu. The officer replied with an oath that 
the 9Ih Kentucky Cavalry was everywhere. 
Morgan finding he could not impose on Rue 
by the flag of truce, tries another dodge. He 
new informs him that he had already sur- 
rendered to some Ohio militia captain, and 
that he had paroled thrm. This Captain w oj 
a captive in Morgan’s hands. He iuform's 
Morgan that he will pay no attention to any 
such surrender, and that be will hold him 
ar.d his command until hi3 superior, General 
Shackelford, arrives. In about one hour the 
General makes bis appearance, and then Mor- 
gan surrenders, and thus ends the most re- 
markable chase known in history. As ths 
leader of the expedition, Brigadier- General 
Hobson, for his quick comprehension, untir- 
ing energy, and unfailing amiability and 
kindness to all his subordinates, deserves all 
praise. If permitted to have acted according 
to his own judgment, he would have stopped 
Morgan’s career on the banks of the Cumber- 
land. Foiled in this, be starts in pursuit, and 
never stops in that pnrsnii until be brings his 
foe to bay. Brigadier-General ShakeTiord, 
and Colonel Wolford, also, deserve the high- 
est praise, and, indeed, where ail did their 
duty, from the highest to the lowest, it ap- 
pears aimort invidious to mention names. 

The gunboats at Buffiington were of the 
greaicol service in preventing the Confederates 
from crossing and in shelling the woods. I 
am informed by eye witnesses their artillery 
practice was beautiful. Thus has ended, at 
let st for the present, the career of John Mor- 
gan. By tht untiring energy and muoui lia- 
ble courage of the devoted band who pursued 
him, Kentucky this day has peace. The pur- 
suit developed one fact. The almost impossi- 
bility of overtaking and heading a caValry 
fcrce under a bold sagacious leader, left to his 
own fertile resources. The great difficulty 
the Federal officers have to contend with, Is 
the large number of excellent cavalry the 
Contederatfs have. Largely outnumbering 
ours at least until recently, they swarm in f ont 
of their armies, fifty, sixty, and even a hun- 
dred miles, obtaining evtry intelligence 
whilst preventing any from being obtain- 
ed in regard to the nosition, number, or 
time destroying Tailroads, bridges, and com- 
munication Irom one point to another and 
cuttirg off unnecessary supplies. Our caval- 
ry officers hitherto have had great difficulties 
to contend with. Half, armed and always 
outnumbered greatly, many times fractions of 
regiments having to fight whole brigades of 
tbe enemy. This is becoming now more 
rqnal. But what we want particularly, inde- 
pendent of the cavalry that should rjtnaiu 
with the great armies, is from eighty to one 
hundred thousand cavalry, in squads of from 
five to teu thousand, divided into mounted in - 
fantry and regular cavalry, with some artille- 
ry, under glorious leaders, who have the 
brain to conceive and tbe nerve to execute, 
with no telegraph wires from headquarters to 
movements of their own armies; at the same 
alized 'heir energies, but with almost unlim- 
ited power, subject only to the depirtm nt at 
Washington. If we had such a lorce in the 
field at the present time, under competent 
huders, we could strike at the very vitals of 
the so-called Southern Confederacy, and bring 
them to terms in less than ninety days. All 
the railroads in the South conld be destroyed 
and kept so. Every State, unless it might be 
Texas — and that aLo if we had infantry as a 
nucleus — conld be desolated. If asked where 
you would sustain such a force, tbe answer is 
ready: just as Morgan and the Confederate 
cavalry sustain theirs — off of the country in- 
vaded. Such a force would break up all com- 
munication and prevent the rapid concentra- 
tion of one rebel force to sustain another, 
which came so near being disastrous to Mc- 
Cleiian in the seven days’ fight near Rich- 
mond, and lately against Rosecrans. The en- 
emy conld not meet such a force. Their pres- 
ent cavalry would be abundantly employed 
by our regular cavalry, and they have neither 
the men nor the horses to organize such a 
body of cavalry. We have both, end the 
sooqer we employ them the sooner this un- 
happy war will be terminated.

England and Amkuica — The New York 
Journal of Commerce has b?en permitted to 
make the annexed extract from a private let- 
ter written by a gentleman of influence and 
enlightened liberality in England, to his broth- 
er in that city : 

Our papers are filled just now with Hon. 
Charles Sumner's spoken pamphlet ag..inst 
England. It is a pity that there should be any 
seed of truth in it from which he shou'd so in- 
dustriously labor to get a harvest of dragon’s 
teeth, but it is most lamentable also to sea a 
man of ability so outraging all decency in hia 
unvarnished attempt to inflame the passions 
of the people. It may be that our people have 
taken up prejudices which it is not difficult 
to account for, and it may be that our gov- 
ernment has not done all which it might have 
dote towards a friendly power, with whose 
general position it was tar more naturally in 
unison than with its enemies; but to attempt 
to make such acts or omissions the basis of a 
war between the two countries is a shame and 
b sin which it is hard to reconcile with either 
Christianity or patriotism. Besides, whatever 
may haveeomeupon the surface, there can 
he no doubt that the principle of neutrality 
has been substantially carried out toour great 
detriment and loss, so far as it could, while 
hampered with legal technicalities; and there 
is reason to think, from an expression of Lord 
Russell’s, that an alteration of the law is con- 
templated; so that there is re..lly no valid ex- 
cuse for enlightened men to take the course 
which Mr. Sumner glorifies himself in. 

After all, 1 do not believe that there will be 
war. As the prospects of the Federals op.-n 
and brighten (and they appear to he both 
opening and brightening). I trust the bulk of 
the people will be too well satisfied wiih the 
destruction, or at any rate tbe crippling and 
binding, of the slave power, to wish -to embark 
tbeir means in a fruitless crusade against E-rg 
land. I say fruitless, for even if they could 
succeed, so far as to wrest Canada from us. 
whatever good it might be to them, it would 
not be the annihilation of England, anl they 
will Lot get it without such a new expendi- 
ture of money and blood as might well deter 
from the attempt, supposing °uch considera- 
tions to have any weight at all.

Washington, Oct. 12. 

Early on Saturday evening the cavalry be- 
longing to Kilpatrick's division attempted a 
reccDnoifsance on the south side of Robert- 
son’s river. They were attacked by a large 
force of rebel cavalry, amply supported by in- 
fantry and artillery, under command of Stu- 
art in person. The infantry force was one of 
Ewell's division and numbered about 8,000 
meD. 

Brisk fighting ensued, lasting abontanhour, 
when our cavalry were compelled to fall back 
on tbeir infantry supports three miles from 
Culpepper. At this place another conflict en- 
sued, in which our infantry supports were 
worsted and compelled to retire, the rebels 
capturing about one hundred of the 120th 
New York. Our cavalry again formed into 
line and made a splendid charge, recapturing 
all taken except fifteen or twenty. 

Bebel reinforcements are coming to their 
assistance. Our forces have pushed back to 
Culpepper, with skirmishing all the way. 
Heavy firing this evening indicated that the 
engagement had been renewed. 

Later intelligence from the front says onr 
forces have evacuated Culpepper. Such stores 
as could not be conveniently carried away 
were burned. Their value, however, is trifling. 

It is reported that the whole rebel army has 
crossed the Rapid Ann. Further, that Gen. 
Meade has fallen hack to the north bank of the 
Rappahannock. 

Priconers v. ho were captured on Saturday 
state that Lougstreet’s corps had returned 
front the Southwest. This, however, is 
doubted. 

Tbe rebels commenced to cross the Rapid 
Atn on Thursday, moving in the direction of 
Madison C. H. with tbe evident intention of 
Inning Gen. Meade’s right wing.

New Yobk, Oct. 13. 

Tbe following rpecial relative to Rosecrans’j 
aimy appears under the Washington date: 

"Things are unchanged, with the exception 
that the enemy Lave removed their artillery 
from Lookout Mountain, where they had 
about ten piece? in position, and appear to 
have somewhat withdrawn their forces. It is 
supposed that they will concentrate their ar- 
tillery on Mission Ridge. Some of the ene- 
my's pieces are iitavv, and all seem to carry 
well. They hold both Lookout Mountain and 
Mission Ridge, from which they threw shells 
C D the 4th and 5th insts. On the latter day 
150 shells were thrown by the enemy. They, 
however, inflicted no damage beyond wound- 
ing three men and killing one horse. 

•‘We have several lines of retrenchments, 
and extensive earthworks are still going oti. 
Tbe pin n of the enemy appears to be not to 
make an attack in front, bnt to compel us to 
abandon Chattanooga by simply holding us in 
our present position, with their army in our 
front annojingns with their artillery, and 
breaking trar lines of communication by cav- 
alry raids in our rear. 

A general order issued on the 7th inst, an- 
nounces Mai. Gen. Reynolds as chief of staff 
in place of Gen. Garfield, who vacates the po- 
sit on to assume his seat in Congress. 

All the divisions of this army will be coa- 
solidatrd into six, to form the 14th and 4th 
army corps, with Gens. Thomas and Granger 
as commanders. Three divisions under tbe 
former will be commanded by Gens. Baird, 
Davis, and Rousseau, and those under the lat- 
ter by Gens. Wood, Sheridan, and Palmer. 
Gen. Brennan will be Chief of Artillery. 

General Rosecrans denies offi 'ially having 
brought any charges against Generals Mc- 
Cook and Crittenden. It is generally be- 
lieved that these officers will show a much 
better record than the reports in regard to 
them warrant. 

With the assistance of the reinforcements 
already arrived movements wiilsoon be made, 
it ishoied, which will drive the enemy from 
cor front. 

The at my is still wel! supplied with every- 
thing but clothing and blankets, the want of 
wbieb, in nnusally cold weather, causes con- 
siderable suffering. All wounded able to 
bear removal have been sent North. Casual- 
ties in the late battles will not be less than 
15,000. Thursday the rebels, from the oppo- 
site side of the liver, fired iuto our wagon and 
ambulance trains passing over the Valley 
road, wounding two men and killing and 
wounding several mules. 

They seem determined on embarrassing our 
transportation in every possible way. 

Tbe forces ot Wheeler, after burning a por- 
tion of Shelbyville, were attacked by Colonel 
Ctot k not far from that place on Wednesday. 
We k illed 120 of the enemy, took 300 prisoners, 
and three pieces of artillery. The rebels, pur- 
sued by our forces iu tbe direction of Fayette- 
ville, were overtaken and 300 more prisoners 
taken by them. At last accounts they were 
making tbeir way into the interior closely 
pursued by our cavalry, which is regarded as 
sufficient to take care of them. 

Rodney has crossed the Tennessee river with 
one thousand men. He passed through Lar- 
kirsvillc, on the Memphis and Charleston 
Railroad, on Thun-day, and made off in the 
direction of Winchester. Friday night they 
drove iu our pickets at tbe tunnel, this side of 
Cowan. Some damage was done by thrsw- 
ing down Stoner, but to no great extent, and 
ihe obstructions have been removed. Gem. 
Hooker sent a force last night to that point, 
hot the rebels did not venture an attack. 

There seems to be good reasons for believing 
that the rebels had a fight among themselves 
left Monday, in which 500 or 600 were killed 
acd wounded. Deserters confirm the state- 
ment, but differ as to the cause and the force 
engaged. One version is, that the Georgia 
troeps refused to cross the Chiekamauga, and 
Wilber’s division was sent down to compel 
them. 

The other Tennessee troops had refused to 
obey orders, and Longetrett’s forces were sent 
against them. Tbe line of battle aud the 
flash of guns could be distinctly seen from 
tbe mountain tops. This occurred at the time 
of their cannonading on Monday, by which - 
we conclude this was the nature of their 
trouble. 

The steamer Connecticut, from Hilton Head 
on the 9'h, reports that the rebels, on the 
night of tbe 6th, sent a torpedo attached to a 
rati from Charleston to the Ironsides, off Moul- 
trie, which exploded under her bow, deluging 
her decks with water, putting out nil fires, 
killing Ensign Howard, and wounding two 
seamen, bnt doing the vessel no damage. 

The Ironsides remains off Moultrie. The 
Monitors are doing picket duty off Sumpter. 
Gilmore is still erecting batteries on Morris 
Island.

— A writer in 
the Staunton Spectator, dating at Lewi3burg, 
Greenbrier county, Virginia, September 15th, 
writrs to that paper a description of a remark- 
able atmospheric phenomenon witnessed in ) 
that towD. It was seen by onr pickets a few 
miles trom the town. Tire same scene has 
been described in several respectable papers, 
the Editors of which all vouch for tho relia- 
bility of their informants. The writer says: 

“A renraikable phehomenon was witnessed, 
a few miles west of this place, at the house of 
Mra. I’earcy, on the first day of this month, 
i.t about three o’clock P. M., by Mr. Moses 
Dwyer, her neighbor, who happened to be 
seated in her porch at the lime, as weil as by 
othets at or near the house. 

"Tbe weather was quite hot and dry. not a 
cloud could be seen, no wind even rallied the 
foliage on the surrounding trees. All things 
being propitious, the grand panorama began 
to move. Just over and through the tops of 
the trees on the adjacent hills on tho South, 
immense numbers of rolls resembling cotton 
or smoke, apparently of tbe size aud shape of 
doors, seemed to be passing rapidly through 
the air, yet in beautiful order and regularity. 
The rolls seemed to be tinged on the edge 
with light gr^en. so as to resemble a border or 
deep fringe. “ There were apparently thou- 
sands of them, and were, perhaps, an hour in 
pet'ing by. After these bad parsed overaod 
out of sight the scene was changed from the 
air above to the earth beneath, and became 
more intensely inieresting to the spectators 
who were witnessing the panorama from dif- 
ferent stand-points. 

In tbe deep valley beneath, thousands upon 
thousands of (apparently) human beings (men) 
came in view, travelling in the same direction 
as the rolls, marching in good order, some 
thirty or forty in depth, moving rapidly, 
‘double quick, 1 ' and commenced ascending 
the sides of the almost insui mountable bilis 
opposite, and had the stoop pe n iar to men 
wbm they ascend a steep mountain. There 
see med to be a great variety in-tbe size of the 
men; some were very la'g? whilst others 
were quite small. Their arms, lega, and heads 
ceu’d be distinctly seen in motion. Tli-y 
seemed to observe strict military discipline, 
and there were nostragglers to bo seen. 

There was uniformity of dress, loose whi.e 
blouses or shirts, with white pants, wool hats, 
and w ere without guns, swords or northing 
that indicated “men of war.” Oa they came 
through the valley and over the steep hill, 
ires ing the road, and finally passing out of 
sight, in a direction due north from those who 
w ere looking on. . . 

Tbe gentleman who witnessed this is a man 
with whom you were once acquainted, Mr. 
Editor, and as truthful a man ar we hive in 
this county, and as little liable to be carried 
away by 'fanciful speculations’ as any man 
living. Four others (r-sp-ctable ladies) and a 
servant girl witnessed this phenomenon. W.
